Senator Quay's friends are ciroulating the
charge that T am a traitor to the Republiesn
party and I have no doudt they speak by au-
thority. The charge of treason comes with bad
grace from Senator Qusy. In 1577, when Pass-

Orders came from Washington to call a ean-
ecus of the Hepublican members of the Legis-
Inture within 48§ bours.

At noon to-day a girl of the first class be-
eame hysterical and ran into the main hall
crying out that the ghost was choking ber.
All the pupils caught the nervous erisis,
snd rusbed from all the class rooms, eatch-
ing frantically at their throats and yelling
out that the ghost was attacking them., The
teachers were powerless to restrain the terri-
fied children and the staircases wero sirewn
with them, toppling over each other. For-
tunately the exits being ample, they sll
gained the street, bavingreceived but slight
injories. The school buildings are being
watched by the police in order to find out
whether any evil-disposed miscreants have
been persomating ghosts to frighten the
pupils,
STRICKEN BY THE HEAT.
